National  Assistance  Act  1948 


Section  47  -  Removal  to  Suitable  Premises  of 
Persons  in  Need  of  Care  and  Attention, 


Under  this  Section  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  having 
obtained  authority  from  the  Council,  can  apply  to  a  Court  of 
Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  Order  for  the  removal  to  a  suitable 
place  of  a  person  who  is  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or 
being  aged,  infirm,  or  physically  incapacitated,  is  living  in 
insanitary  conditions  and  is  not  receiving  proper  care  and 
attention. 

It  was  not  necessary  this  year  to  take  formal  action  under 
this  Act.

HOUSING 


During  the  year  166  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  137  houses  in  course  of 
erection,  four  of  these  by  the  Council  and  the  remainder  by  private 
developers.  During  the  same  period  four  houses  were  closed 

HOUSING  ACTS.  1949  and  1959 


The  Council  continued  their  policy  of  awarding  Discretionary 
Grants  and  during  the  period  under  review  ten  applications  were 
approved,  eight  of  which  were  from  owner  occupiers.  In  addition 
there  were  thirty-three  Standard  Grants  approved,  twenty-four  of 
which  were  to  owner  occupiers  and  nine  to  the  owners  of  rented 
property . 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Lutterworth 

The  Council’s  Engineers  continued  with  the  preparation  of  the 
scheme  for  the  provision' of  a  new'  sew'age  disposal  works  to  serve 
the  town  of  Lutterworth  and  adjacent  villages  of  Bitteswell,  Walcote 
and  Cotesbach  and  this  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  in  July.  In  the  meantime,  to  satisfy  the 
Severn  River  Authority  arrangements  were  made  for  the  spraying  of 
settled  sewage  on  an  area  of  land  adjacent  to  the  sewage  works  and 
although  the  land  available  is  not  sufficient  arrangements  are  in 
hand  to  rent  an  additional  acreage  for  spraying  purposes.

Although  the  scheme  for  this  village  has  been  prepared  and  the 
Inquiry  has  been  held  loan  sanction  to  carry  out  the  work  has  not 
yet  been  obtained 

Village  Schemes 

The  Council  seriously  considered  the  provision  of  extended 
aeration  plants  to  serve  the  smaller  villages  but  after  receiving  a 
report  from  their  Engineers  it  was  felt  that  traditional  works  would 
compare  favourably  both  in  cost  and  efficiency  and  the  Engineers  have 
been  instructed  to  prepare  schemes  for  all  the  villages  in  the  rural 
district 
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CONVERSIONS 


The  Council  have  continued  their  policy  of  making  grants 
amounting  to  £10,  or  half  the  cost  whichever  is  the  lesser  figure,, 
for  the  conversion  of  pail  closets  to  the  water  carriage  system 
and  during  the  year  twenty-six  conversions  were  carried  out.

All  sewers,  sewage  works  and  refuse  tips  throughout  the 
District  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  treated  and  the  records 
show  that  there  was  no  heavy  infestation  in  any  part  of  the  area.
